Be it enactedby the Legislature of the Stateof Minnesota:

•SECTION. 1. That section one of an act entitled
" An act prescribing the salaries of State officers," ap-
proved February 10, 1860, is hereby amended so as to
read as follows :

Section 1. The salary of the Governor shall bo
two thousand dollars per annum. The Secretary of
State shall receive a salary of twelve hundred dollars
per annum. The Auditor, Treasurer, and Attomey-
Geucral shall each receive a salary of one thousand
dollars per annum. The Adjutant-General shall re-
ceive a salary of twelve hundred dollars per annum,
and the Clerk of the Supreme Court shall receive a
salary of six hundred dollars per annum.

SEC. 2. The State Librarian shall receive a salary of
six hundred dollars per annum. The Governor's private
secretary shall receive a salary of four hundred dol-
lar sper annum. The State Land Commissioner shall

eight hundred dollarsperannum. The clerk in the State
Treasurer's office shall receive a salary of eight hun-
dred dollars per annum. The clerk hire in the Adju-
tant-General's office shall not exceed the sum of six-
teen hundred dollars per annum. The clerk in the
State Auditors's office, shall receive a salary of eight
hundred dollars per annum. The clerk in the State
Land Office shall receive a salary of six hundred dol-
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lars per annum. The clerk oi' the Allotment Agent
shall receive a salary of two hundred dollars per an-
num. The janitor of the Capitol shall receive a salary
of five hundred dollars per animm. The Warden of
the State Prison shall receive a salary of eight hundred
dollars per annum. The deputy warden of the State
Prison shall receive a salary of five hundred dollars per
annum.

SEC. 3. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with
this act, arc hereby repealed.

SEC. 4. This act shall take effect and be in force
from and after its passage.
